Action Came On Protest 
From Shopmen Against 
Contract System.

CHICAGO, 
June 
24.—Four 
rail* 
roads were found guilty of violation 
of the transportation act and the 
orders of the United States Rail­ 
road Labor board in six decisions 
covering contracting of work to out­ 
side firms, an issue over which the 
railway shopmen of the country ara 
now taking a strike ballot. 
Three of the four roads were de­ 
clared to have violated the law in 
farming out shop work, wThlle other 
decisions embraced the maintenance 
of way department and clerks and 
freight handlers. 
The Indiana Har­ 
bor Belt, recently declared to be in 
violation of the transportation act 
because it had farmed out the shop 
work, led the list today because the 
road had leased track repair work 
to Collianni and Byer on a five 
per cent cost plus basis. 
Other 
roads 
named 
in 
today’s 
decision -were the Chicago, Great 
Western, St. Louis, Aloundsville and 
Alexico and the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas. 
Reiteration of the board’s stand 
that 
work 
contracted 
to 
outside 
firms, which pay a lower rate, or 
whose working conditions are less 
favorable than those of the labor 
board constitute a violation of the 
law came on the eve of the shop 
unions canvass of their strike vote 
on the contract question and two 
others. 
In connection with these decisions 
Ben W. Hooper, chairman of the 
board, issued a statement In which 
he indicated that the board might 
take some active steps to bring 
about compliance with its decisions 
and thus relieve grievances of the 
shopmen so far as their protest 
against contracting are concerned. 
Ben. W. Hopoer declared he “still 
believed that these carriers would 
get in line with the board’s decis­ 
ions on this question. 
“It Is ray purpose ” he said,” to 
press this matter to their atten­ 
tion.” 
“The board has not held that the 
carriers 
may 
not 
contract 
their 
work. 
It simply has held that such 
contracting cannot have the effect 
of removing railway employes from 
under the application of the trans­ 
portation act, but to my mind con­ 
tracting at lower wages than those 
set up by the board is so unjust,

Mr. Rockefeller began to sink rap­ 
idly yesterday morning but rallied 
about 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
In the evening came another sinking 
spell. 
Physicians and surgeons, for­ 
tified with all the resources of sci­ 
ence, kept a night *atch, but it was 
obviously a losing fight. 
John D. Rockefeller remained at 
his home in Pocantico Hills, but was 
kept 
constantly informed 
of 
his 
brothers 
condition. 
He 
reached 
Rockwood Hall a few minutes after 
the end came. At the death bed were 
Mr. Rockefeller’s two daughters and 
two sons. 
Mrs. Rockefeller 
died 
about two years ago.

One portion of the spectacular 
"Queen of Sheba" film produced 
by

gods, perhaps thousands 
of years 
older than David’s time. A beautiful 
bibical touch in this tomb of 
the 
Kings is in the capitals of the heavy 
stone pillars, on each of which Is 
set a giant pair of angel’s wines. 
The entrance to the Tomb of the 
Kings is hidden, as in 
bibical 
de­ 
scriptions, by a rolling stone. 
This 
huge fctone, which is rolled away in 
the action of the picture, is fen feet 
in diameter. 
The effort that was made to per­ 
fect this single setting to I he clos­ 
est point of historical accuracy Is re­ 
flected in every other portion of the

Mammoth Battle Scenes 
Next to the thrilling chariot race 
between Sheba and Vashti, perhaps 
the most spectacular scene in 
the 
mammoth William Fox spectacle, 
“Queen of Sheba,” Is the great bat­ 
tle between the armies of Solomon 
and his brother Adonljah, with She­ 
ba’s army coming up at the crucial 
moment to save the day. 
When it is considered that over 
six thousand men are engaged and

great spiral ramps to the top. Solo­ 
mon’s army sailed through the gates 
of the palace, to be turned back by 
the pikes and arros of the invaders. 
"Many cameras were playing on 
detailed bits of action, so that the 
screen shows e^ en more than an ob­ 
server on the spot could have seen; 
nevertheless the whole mighty pag­ 
eant stirred my blood and made me 
feel that I was really and truly the 
Queen of Sheba, riding, like Boad- 
fees, in the forefront of battle to de­ 
liver my people. I had even forgot­ 
ten Betty Blythe.

ed. 
The purpose in having Field Days 
at ths particu.r.r Hire is to see th? 
Geld crops, 
clover, 
timothy 
and 
wheat particularly at the ripening 
period. 
The yields by different soil 
treatment and by selection of strains 
and va/letles is very interesting be­ 
fore harvest. 
Among the interesting things seen 
at the 
Field 
Days 
demonstrations 
were the most profitable varieties of 
w heat such as Fulcaster, Poole, Early 
Harvest and Michigan Wonder grow­ 
ing side by side under the same con­ 
ditions. 
The experiments on the improve­ 
ment of w’heat included the picking 
of 1,000 most 
promising 
heads of 
wheat each year from the dfferent 
strains and growing the same out 
separately. 
Each h«*ad that makes 
a promising yie’d is then put on a 
larger plot and the poor ones are 
dropped. Since wheat is self polleniz- 
ing this sort of selection is giving 
very 
good 
results 
Dr. Etheridge, 
chairman of the field crops depart­ 
ment, was asked by a visitor to w’hat 
extent

w'heat outyield the average variety

The feeding experiment of swine 
being fed on rape pasture show’e i 
that a ration of one part of tankage 
and nine part.; of corn was the most 
profitable one of all. 
The other ra­ 
tion included combinatioi of shorts, 
bran, tankage and corn. The conclu­ 
sion drawn 
from 
this 
experiment 
w'as, that t o m a standpont of eco­ 
nomy from pound of pork production 
for pound of grain eaten, that tank­ 
as e and corn excells any other com­ 
bination of bran, shorts, tankage and 
corn. 
Certainly where one is de­ 
veloping breeding hogs, perhaps the 
urn of some bran and shorts is justi­ 
fiable. 
The herd of cattle that belongs to 
the College of Agriculture including 
Shorthorns, 
Angus 
and Herefords, 
were all on display 
The brief his­ 
tory of the bree* ing w'ork that de­ 
veloped this herd wras told to the vis­ 
itors. The dairy herd including forty 
head of Holsteins, Jerseys and Ayr- 
shires, was also brought up each day 
at 2 o’clock and the visitors permit­ 
ted to go through the dairy plant and 
inspect 
equipment 
as well as the 
herd. 
A great many other things, includ­ 
ing hcrticultuic . nd home economics 
were to be seen. 
Let us hope that 
Field Days can be better attended in 
the future and our experiment station 
may be made use of to the fullest ex­ 
tent by the farmers of Missouri.

AN INCREASE FOR 
SOY BEANS IN STATE

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 24.—. 
Shipments of the 1921 crop of soy­ 
beans in the state increased 62Mr per 
cent over shipments of the 1920 crop 
according to information gathered by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics in pre­ 
paration of the 1921-22 issue of the 
state red book soon to be issued. 
Thirty-nine 
thousand 
pounds of 
aoybeans were shipped of the 1921 
crop, compared with 24,000 pounds 
of the 1920 crop, the figures show. 
For each IOO pounds of the 1921 crop 
farmers in the state received $2.90 
compared with $5.50 paid for the 
1920 crop. 
The amount of soybeans 
on hand the 
last of January, 1922, 
was given as 18,000 pounds. 
Cowpeas 
shipments 
fell slightly 
during the year following the ship­ 
ping of the 1920 crop, according to 
the labor statistics bureau's informa­ 
tion. 
The 1921 crop is given as 1,- 
119,000 pounds wiiile that of the year 
before is placed at 1,140,000 pounds. 
The amount on hand the last of Jan- 
uayr this year wras reported as 752,- 
280 pounds. 
Cowpeas prices suffered much less 
In the price decline during the year, 
however. 
In 1921 the price paid to 
farmers for each IOO pounds averag­ 


ed $2.40 against $2.60 paid for the 
1920 crop. 
There were ten thousand crates of 
| cucumbers 
raised 
in Missouri last 
year, information 
from 
the 
same 
source states, although the acreage 
was the lowest in three years, only 
60 acres in the entire state being de­ 
voted to cucumbers, compared with 
80 acres in 1920 and IOO acres in 
1919. 
The total 1921 crop required 
20 carloads of shipping space, com­ 
pared with 28 carloads for the tw’o 
preceding years. The 1921 yield per 
acre in crates also fell below that of 
other years, except 1919, the average 
yield per 
acre 
in crates for four 
years being as fo’lows: 
1921, 160 
crates; 1920, 178 crates; 1919, 140 
crates, and 1818, 170 crates. 
Reports from all 
over 
the 
state 
credit Missouri with having planted 
during both 1921 and 1920 2,500 acres 
of early Irish potatoes.

In 1914 he was mar­ 
ried in this city to Miss Mabel Shep­ 
ard, who survives him, as does his 
mother, Mrs. William Armstrong of 
Kentland, Ind., and one brother, Carl 
Hoover.

CRISP CONFESSES 
TO KANSAS MURDER 


ELDORADO, 
Kansas, June 24.— 
Carl Crisp, 24 years old. of Kansas 
City, has confessed to the murder of 
Turner C. Tucker, Wichita taxi driv­ 
er, at a lonely spot near Augusta, 
Kansas, last Thursday^ according to 
Sheriff New t Purcell and S. W. Zicke- 
foose, Wichita 
chief 
of detectives, 
who questioned Crisp in the Butler 
county jail here. 
The motive, according to Crisp’s 
alleged confession, was to steal Tuck­ 
er’s motor car and other valuables. 
Crisp said he 
came 
to 
Wichita 
June 14 from Kansas City and is said 
to have confessed that he, with a 
companion whose name he refused to 
disclose, conceived the idea of hir­ 
ing a taxi for a drive into the coun­ 
try, killing the driver and stealing 
the motor car. 
Mrs. Jewell Baird, 
whom he met in Wichita, accompanl- J 
ed them because she wanted to go to 
her home at Shidler, Okla., he said. 
Crisp, according to the alleged con- I 
fession. sat on the back seat of the ( 
car, and upon a signal from the other 
man, who sat on the front seat, hit 
Tucker over the head with a coupl- 
ing pin. 
Tucker’s 
body 
was then 
thrown into Walnut river. 
Crisp was one of five persons ar­ 
rested at Slick, Okla., Monday, when 
found in possession of a stolen car. 
The other four deny any knowledge 
of the crime. Mrs. Baird wras arrest- i 
ed yesterday at Shidler, and impi!- i 
cated Crisp and another man, whose 
name she said she did not know, as 
the murderers.

LONDON, June 24.—Another step 
has been taken in the direction of se­ 
curing for wives equality

The house of com­ 
mons has given a second reading to 
the “separation and maintenance or­ 
der bill,” to give it its cumbersome 
official title. 
It 
is 
designed 
to 
straighten some 
matrimonial 
tan­ 
gles and remove various matrimonial 
infelicities which are 
largely 
attri­ 
buted to the fact that in many ways 
the law' does not 
treat 
the sexes 
alike. 
As the law' now' stands, according 
to the sponsor for the bill. Sir Rob­ 
ert Newman, a wife who wishes 
to 
prove cruelty against 
her 
husband 
has to leave home first, and she 
is 
torn between fear of him and fear of 
abandoning 
her 
children 
in 
his 
charge. 
Under the provisions of the bill a 
wife, while still living with her hus­ 
band would be able to take him to 
the police court for a maintenance or­ 
der, produce a letter from 
his 
em­ 
ployer, stating his earnings, obtain a 
ruling from 
the 
magistrate laying 
down the proportion of the wages to 
which she is entitled, and then take 
the husband home again. 


WILL CONTINUE TO

WASHINGTON. Juno 24.—A sen- 
ate provision for continuing w'ork at 
a normal rate on new* naval vessels 
under construction, and appropriat­ 
ing 3 million dollars, to initiate a civ­ 
ilian naval reserve, w'ere retained in 
the naval appropriation bill under a 
complete 
agreement 
on 
the bill, 
reached late yesterday by the senate 
and house conferees. 
Appropriations 
for 
dikes 
and 
dredging of the Mare Island, Califor­ 
nia, navy yard w’ere increased from 
Vz million dollars to % million. The 
house conferees agreed to senate in­ 
creases of 14 million dollars for a 
new' pier at the Puget Sound, Wash­ 
ington, navy yard, and $187,500 for 
improvements at the Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii station.

While the mighty German army of 
760.000 men of 1913 has shrunk to 
the 100,000 soldiers allowed by 
the 
Versailles Treaty, the French Army 
which In that year numbered 883,000, 
this year stands at 880,000. Greece’s 
army has increased from 40.000 
to 
300.000 and Belgium’s from 54,641 to 
113,400, the statement shows. 
Rus­ 
sia’s vast army, which in 1913 num­ 
bered 1,845,000 now Is rated at 1,- 
COO,OOO men. England shows a slight 
increase from 
248,000 to 277,000, 
while Italy reduced her forces from 
275.000 to 264,000. 
New armies appear in the German 
statement. 
Poland, for Instance, an 
unknown power in 1913, now appear­ 
ing with an army of 300,000 
men. 
Then there Is Esthonia with 25,000, 
Finland with 28,000.

NEW YORK, June 84.—Newspaper 
advertising to further the spread of 
the gospel is strongly advocated 
by 
the publicity department of the Epie* 
copal church, which has brought out 
Its recommendations, after 
a

ofUSh study of the question of advei* 
tfipng, in a 
pamphlet 
entitled 
“A 
K&ndbook of Church Publicity," is- 
tie d under the authorisation of the 
national council of the church. 
fc"No one can look at the newspap­ 
e r and magazines and doubt that It 
pays to advertise,’* says 
the 
Rev. 
Robert F. Gibson, 
executive 
aecre- 
r.t 
tary of the pubUcity department, and 
author of the text book. "Why should 
not this method of such proven effi­ 
ciency be used for the propagation 
of the Gospel? 
Advertising 
is not 
necessarily sensational, 
It 
merely 
seems to be so because we are 
not 
accustomed to it for 
church 
pur­ 
poses." 
One of the striking features of the 
book is Mr. Gibson's strong advocacy 
of the fullest use by the churches of 
the advertising columns of the dally 
press not only for mere church 
no­ 
tices, but for spreading the Gospel 
among the masses. 
"We have thought of publicity tn 
the newspapers as merely a method 
of giving public notice of a service or 
a meeting, or of making public the 
account of something that has taken 
V- place," says Mr. Gibson. 
"We have 
thought too mueh of building up the 
attendance at a service or of exploit* 
jog persons or organizations. 
We 
are only 
beginning 
to think 
of 
church publicity in the public press 
as 
evangelistic 
in 
purpose. 
The 
newspapers themselves 
are 
really 
far ahead of the churches in their 
recognition of this evangelistic 
op 
_ portunity. 
Many editors 
are con- 
r# minced that the problems 
of 
the 
world will never be 
solved 
rightly 
until Christian principles are applied 
and that therefore it is 
one of the 
functions of the public press to pre­ 
sent and apply Christian principles. 
"Advertising with an evangelistic 
purpose," says Mr. Gibson, "where 
the aim is to reach the unchurched, 
must be in the newspapers." 
Mr. Gibson suggests a form of ad­ 
vertising to 
churches 
which 
will 
take the shape of a miniature aer- 
non, "briefly interpreting some pas­ 
sage of scripture or briefly applying 
some Christian principle." 
Sermou- 
ettes, of a hundred words in length, 
. 
with the name of the preacher and 
H his church annexed are also recom­ 
mended. 
Mr. Gibson's conclusions and rec­ 
ommendations are the outcome of a 
resolution adopted by the national 
council at its Washington meeting 
last July. 
Church promotion by radio, moving 
pictures, posters, etc., is also consid­ 
ered in the handbook.

Auto Drivers Careless 
BALTIMORE, June 24.—Are driv­ 
ers of motor vehicles becoming more 
negligent, less regardful of their own 
safety? 
It would seem so from actual ob­ 
servations made by the Baltimore A 
OJiio railroad. 
For more than tw’O 
years this railroad has been placing 
men at crossings where there are us­ 
ually a large number of automobiles 
passing. These observers make note 
of the number of machines crossing 
and take down the license numbers 
of those whose drivers fail to take 
any precaution to assure themselves 
that it is safe to pass over the tracks. 
This safety precaution consists of 
the driver’s slowing down 
or stop­ 
ping, and then looking and listening. 
When a driver dashes over without 
taking any of these precautions, his 
license number is noted and* a card 
telling him of his negligence is sent 
him, with request to guard his life 
end property the next time he goes 
over a railroad track. 
In the year, 1920, the Baltimore A- 
Ohio observers took note of 398,000 
vehicles in the states through which 
it operates. 
In that year, according 
to the records of 
these 
observers, 
there were 25,690 drivers who failed 
to take any precautions at highway 
crossings. 
This was 6 per cent 
the total observations made.

©my of Hen Roosts. 


It is no uncommon sight in the coun­ 
try to encounter a poor countryman 
carrying a fox—dead, of course—in his 
arms, and calling with it on fanners 
ftnd landowners in the neighborhood, 
•ays London Answers. 
He usually conveys it to the back 
door and displays it proudly to any­ 
one who will listen to him; then, hav­ 
ing described graphically what a fierce 
end destructive animal the fox was 
before his death, he begs for a small 
gift of money. 
The custom is very ancient and is 
called in many parts of England, “beg­ 
ging the fox.” The idea is tills: Foxes, 
especially In nonhunting districts, are 
one of the farmers’ greatest enemies, 
and tile knowledge that one of these 
creatures has been destroyed—espe­ 
cially the female fox—is indeed good 
news to the farmer. 
As a conse­ 
quence, should any poor cottager be 
fortunate enough either to shoot or to 
trap a fox, he carries his victim for 
miles round the countryside and dis­ 
plays it. 
He expects 
a reward from each 
farmer he visits and is very seldom 
disappointed. 
The gifts vary from 
sixpence to as much as 5 shillings, and 
one day on the road “begging the fox 
can easily yield the lucky laborer 4 or 
B pounds. 
The skin is also, of course, his own 
property, and for this he can some­ 
times secure as much as 25 shillings 
In the market of the nearest town. 


FOLLOW QUEER OLD CUSTOM 


Good Friday Ceremonies That Have 
Foundations in Charity Are Still 
Maintained in London. 


One of the queerest customs to be 
■een in the queer old city of London 
is observed on morning of Good Fri­ 
day, when 21 widows of Ute parish 
pick up as many bright silver six­ 
pences, fresh from the mint, from a 
flat tombstone in Ute churchyard and 
receive as many hot-cross buns. 
Rahere, the founder of St. Bartholo­ 
mew's, away back in the Twelfth cen­ 
tury, who Is credited with having been 
a merry Jester in his unregenerate 
days, may have laughed at the con­ 
tinuance of a custom the origin of 
which nobody understands, not even 
the generous-hearted gentleman who 
bands out the sixpence and the buns, 
or the thankful ladies who 
receive 
them. 
The custom Is “ropt in mistry,” as 
Mr. Yellowplush would say, but It goes 
on year by year. 
One story is that a 
lady who passed away in the earlier 
years of the Reformation, anxious that 
masses should be said for her, and 
knowing they could not be said pub­ 
licly, left money for that purpose to 
be distributed every Good Friday. She 
hoped that the poor widows, as they 
picked up the sixpences from her tomb­ 
stone, would offer a silent prayer on 
ber behalf.
